Morris, 60 years old, is a 
veteran Democratic politician.

and the expense of hiring experts 
such as engineers and account- 
ants. 

“If some 20 or 30 participants 
Or intervenors are involved in 
the proceeding (and, again, this 
is not uncommon), the over-all 
cost becomes staggering,” the 
report adds.

FROM 1919 through 1958, 
proportion of business degrees 
awarded in the United States 
grew from 3.2 per cent of total 
degrees awarded to more than 
12 per cent, the report said. It 
questioned whether young peo- 
ple should be devoting their col- 
lege years mainly to vocational 
training for minor jobs. 

With notable exceptions, the 
two studies found academic 
standards much too low in busi- 
schools. This difficulty 
seems rooted, it was said, in 
failure to develop a sound and 
coherent idea of what business 
education should be. 

The studies observed that low 
academic standards attract the 
students and repel the 
better ones. This was. said to 
have an enervating effect on 
faculties, which were reported 
suffering from ‘“‘creeping intel- 
lectual obsolescence’ in many

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i- Three Reminders 


Legislators convening Wednesday for the 
Seventy-first Missouri General Assembly do 
not have to hunt for an agenda. That will 
he crowded with serious issues concerning 
roads. mental health, education, taxation and 
other matters. At this point we would only 
remind the members of three other problems, 
lest they forget. 

The first is abolition of the constitutional 
rule against governors succeeding them- 
selves. The one-term limit turns governors 
into lame ducks, minus patronage and real 
power of leadership, in the second half of 
their four-year terms. Gov. Blair, like execu- 
tives before him, found that the limit hand- 
cuffed his program, and Governor-elect Dal- 
ton will discover as much. For his successor, 
the rule should. be erased. 

An irony of the no-succession principle is 
that it was adopted more than a century ago 
to protect the people against dictatorial gov- 
ernors. What it has actually done is to de- 
prive the people of their right to choose the 
best man for the highest state office. The 
new Legislature and Governor ought to seek 
to amend this system of executive frustration 
out of the Constitution. : 

The second issue is whether the Legisla- 
ture meant what it said when it ordered the 
Publie Service Commission to fix utility rates 
giving a reasonable return on “capital actu- 
ally expended.” For years rates were set on 


the basis of the original cost of utility prop-— 


erty less depreciation, until the State Su- 
preme Court altered the formula in 1957. 
The court said not only original cost but also 
reproduction cost could be used in fixing 
rates. 

Aside from being indefinite, the revised 
formula permits utility profits based in part 
on investments the utilities did not make. 
This is a matter of importance to utility cus- 
tomers of all kinds, who consequently pay 
higher bills. It is up to the Legislature to 
stand off the utility lobby and to reinforce 
its original doctrine. 

Finally, there is the need for pay-as-you-go 
state income taxes. By employing the fed- 
eral withholding tax methods, Missouri could 
gain five or six million extra dollars without 
raising tax rates at all. Withholding is the 
only sure way of collecting from an estimated 
100,000 income tax dodgers. Thus it is a mat- 
ter of fairness to honest taxpayers as well 
as a necessity for a revenue-hungry state. 

Twenty other states have turned to with- 
holding for these reasons and the list grows 
year by year. Governor-elect Dalton has indi- 
cated he favors withholding for fiscal rea- 
sons, quite apart from its convenience for 
taxpayers. How can Missouri logically post- 
pone withholding one year longer? 

Political pressures and special interests 
will work against all three proposals: But 
only sheer timidity could induce legislators 
to ignore them. In each case the interests 
of the state and the public call for action so 
strongly that the General Assembly should 
not forget. 


Sensible Move by the CAB 


The decision of the Civil Aeronautics Board 
to reopen the Ozark Air Lines-Central Air- 
lines case is a sensible one. The suggestions 
that undue influence was brought to bear in 
connection with the CAB order revoking 
Ozark’s right to provide service from St. 
Louis to Springfield (Mo.) and Joplin, and 
giving the route to Central, need to be ex- 
amined thoroughly. The members of the 
board also should reconsider the merits of 
the case: They owe it to themselves, in view 
of the controversy, to make certain their 
final decision is the correct one. 

CAB Vice Chairman Chan Gurney evidently 
convinced his colleagues there was nothing 
improper about the hospitality accorded him 
by Central, since the board turned down 
Ozark’s request to disqualify him from fur- 
ther consideration of the case. There may 
be more to this incident than has been re- 
vealed publicly. Mr. Gurney was well advised, 
however, to withdraw voluntarily from the 
case. In view of the publicity given this mat- 
ter, the CAB can be expected to proceed 
promptly. We are confident there is enough 
evidence to reverse the order depriving 
Ozark of this profitable route. 


More Talk of Campaign Money 


In the wake of a national election Congress 
invariably frets for a while about the high 
cost of running for public office. Last year 
was no exception. The House: Special Com- 
mittee to Investigate Campaign Expenses and 
Corrupt Practices conducted hearings when 
recollections of the biennial ordeal of the 
Representatives were still very fresh. 

Judging by the past, these lose their sting 
rather rapidly. Yet since there always must 
be hope for reform, it is interesting that 
much emphasis was put on shortening cam- 
paigns. This would save energy, and maybe 
it would save money. Representative John 
Monagan, a Connecticut Democrat; spoke up 
for his bill which provides that no. person 
nominated more than 60 days previous to the 
election shall run for President. Charles P. 
Taft, chairman of the National Fair Campaign 
Practices Committee, said that campaigns 
are so long that they become boring. Maurice 
Rosenblatt of the National Committee for an 
Effective Congress also favored shortening 
campaigns, but he emphasized that the law 
should “require and enforce complete and 
rapid disclosure of all campaign contribu- 
tions.” And there, we believe, he came closer 
to the real need. 

Gov. Luther Hodges of North Carolina, who 
is to be Secretary of Commerce in the Ken- 
nedy Administration, offered the opinion that 
no legal length on campaigns is needed since 
campaign managers avoid the “saturation 
point.” But he did add that “it would be 
wise to put a ceiling on the amount of cam- 
paign expenditures since, as it is now, the 
expenditures are far too great and put a 
premium either on wealth or dishonesty.” 
He said: “I think stringent laws should 
govern contributions and expenditures.” 

The regulations now on the books are any- 
thing but stringent. The major national com- 
mittees are held to unrealistically low limits, 
but the doors are left wide open for all 
manner of unreported campaign gifts. These 
are all too likely to come from persons with 
purposes which are anything but in the pub- 
lic interest. If money is not to taint demo- 
cratic elections, there must be a reasonable 


limit on the amount to be used, and there - 


must. be full disclosure of its sources, insofar 
as possible before election day.

Wrangling in Israel 

Religious issues intrude deeply into Israeli 
politics and, from the civil point of view, with 
an unhappy impact. "Thus the election of the 
Supreme Rabbinical Council has been post- 


pohed for a third time amidst charges that 


Premier Ben Gurion and his Mapai party are 
trying to take over the chief rabbinate to un- 
dermine the rival National Religious Front. 

The clash has been intensified by the 
Premier's surprising statement that Jews liv- 
ing outside Israel are “considered to have no 
God.” Rather angry rejoinders to this came 
from half a dezen American Jewish organiza- 
tions, both pro-Zionist and anti-Zionist. Much 
is being made of Ben Gurion’s attempt to 
“usurp the functions of the rabbinate” al- 
though he “has most of his life not been prac- 
ticing religion.” 

A further complication is the six-year dis- 
pute within the Premier’s party over the 
resignation of former Defense Minister Lavon. 
Because evidence agaimst him was forged, 
he has been cleared. But Ben Gurion refuses 
to accept the revised verdict and is starting 
a month’s vacation with the ultimatum that 
he will not return unless the verdict is set 
aside. 

However these rivalries may strike Ameri- 
can eyes, 50 of the leading Israeli educators, 
writers and philosophers, headed by Martin 
Buber, have announced that “a crisis of con- 
fidence is sweeping Israeli society.” They 
have appealed to the politicians to end their 
struggle for personal power lest they en- 
danger the future of the state. 

In all this there may be a clue to a “law” 
of political science that the relaxation of out- 
ward pressures on a state is conducive to in- 
ternal dissension. This squabbling Israel 
hardly resembles the Israel under arms in 
the Arab war. But democrats may propound 
a second “‘law’’ that controversy is a better 
indicator of political health than is the mas- 
sive unity of totalitarianism. 


The Tent Cities 


Canvas now provides the color line against 
Negro voting in West Tennessee. Evicted 
sharecroppers ‘are living in tent cities to try 
to maintain their rights in Haywood and 
Fayette counties. This is the tragic outcome 
of a situation which the federal Civil Rights 
Commission discovered more than a year ago. 

“Haywood county: 61 per cent Negro, 7921 
voting-age Negroes; no Negroes registered.” 
That is how the commission summarized the 
facts in- 1959. Investigators found that al- 
though Negroes paid more taxes than whites, 
they were held to a strict curfew and even 
forbidden to dance or drink beer. 

In neighboring Fayette county, a few Ne- 
groes had registered. Others had tried, but 
one veteran was told by his banker that some: 
thing might happen to him if he persisted, 
two were frightened by deputies, and one who 
was in the hauling business lost his custom- 
ers. The commission added that citizens who 
tried to register lost their jobs, lost rented 


‘homes, lost their credit, and had their wages 


garnisheed. 

Despite the threat of economic. reprisal 
and even of violence, Negroes did vote in 
1960." Aside from some displacement of 
sharecroppers by machine farming, the voting 
issue remains: the wherefore of the tent 
cities. A federal court in Cincinnati has 
temporarily enjoined further evictions but 
the injunction faces constitutional tests. 
Meanwhile, in the eyes of the nation, the 
feudal overlords of two Tennessee. counties 


have lost their test of human decency. 


Assurances of Growth 


The nonsense that St. Louis lacks a “cli- 
mate favorable to growth” never was taken 
seriously by the Union Electric Co., for one. 
The utility plans an outlay of $60,000,000 for 
new plant and equipment next year. This 
is somewhat less than the $73,000,000 spent 
for construction in the.current year, but that 
included completion of the final unit of the 
big Meramec generating plant. 

The company’s determination to make 
more power available in the St. Louis area is 
a hard-headed indicator that a market for 
that power is in sight. It is one of many 
signs that, even though the rate of growth 
had slowed down somewhat, St. Louis is feel- 
ing a new impetus. The city’s rehabilitation 
—Tepresented by the riverfront national 
park, the stadium project, Mill Creek Valley 
and other developments, not to mention the 
sweeping plans for the Tandy ‘and Murphy 
areas on the North Side—are tangible signs 
of a new spirit which is bound to stimulate 
new growth in-what will become in many 
ways a new city, perhaps even a sensibly 
integrated metropolitan area. 

The realization of some of these expecta- 
tions may be a matter of decades rather than 
of years, but enough is in hand or in sight 
to promise a substantial achievement by the 
time St. Louis marks its bicentenary in 1964. 


Gov. Rockefeller and the A.M.A. 


After repeated appeals to American Medi- 
cal Association officials; Gov. Rockefeller 
won a last-minute delay in the ban against 
foreign-trained doctors who failed an exami- 
nation given by an affiliate of the association. 
Instead of ending their care of patients at 
midnight Dec. 31, New York hospitals have 
been given until Jan. 16 to request excep- 
tions, and “until the request is acted on non- 
certified foreign graduates may continue to

‘proper professional supervision.” 


Rockefeller did not plead with the 
A.M.A. because he opposes proper tests for 
practitioners, but because there is such a 
shortage of doctors that mamy New York 
hospitals would be seriously handicapped in 
caring for the sick if the ban had been im- 
mediately enforced. he : | 

It was indicative of the Governor’s solici- 
tude for the sick, that he negotiated as he did 
with the A.M.A. which; after all, is not a 
governmental body and against which the 
state might have invoked its legal authority 
to set standards. And since the A.M.A. is re- 
sponsible for the crisis.in hospital staffs to 
the extent that it has failed in the last half- 
century to insist on the training of more doc- 
tors, it. hardly could refuse its co-operation.

obvious, and no honest man is going. 


to blink them. 

That is the “either.” 
not a risk but a certainty. 
There is no agreement on tests. The 
nuclear arms race between the U.S.A. 
and the U.S.S.R. not only continues, 
but accelerates. Other countries. join 
in. Within, at the most, six years, 
China and several other states have 
a stock of nuclear bombs. Within, at 
the most, ten years, some of these 
bombs are going off. 

I am saying this as responsibly as 
I can. That is the certainty. On the 
one side, therefore, we have a finite 
risk. On the other ‘side we have a 
certainty of disaster. Between a risk 
and a certainty, a sane man does not 
hesitate. 

It is the plain duty of scientists to 
explain this “‘either-or’’. It is a duty 
which seems to me to come from the 
moral nature of the scientific activity 
itself,

“Lonesome end” Tee Moorman, 
the toe of Art Browning and 
some little things turned into 
breaks vindicated Duke’s Blue 
Devils with a 7-6 victory. over 
favored Arkansas in the Cotton 
Bowl.

As can be seen from the 
actual hand, this course of play 
would fail.

Hopes New Decade 
| Will Top the Old 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3. 
THIS IS THE TIME we all look back over the past year 


and ahead to the new one but, since we are entering not only 
a new year ‘but a new decade, perhaps the look, both back 
and ahead, ought to be extended to 10 years rather than just 
es one. We entered the deéc- 
sr ade as the world cham- 
pions at just about every- 
thing you can name. We 
could make better cars (at 
least those within reach of 
the average man); the 
world’s best airplanes (we 
still do); wrote the world’s 
best plays, made the 
world’s best movies, and 
could argue that our novel- 
ists were at least as good 
as anyone else's. 

In the last 10 years we 
have lost our leadership in 
most of these things. The 
most publicized, of course, 
is the race for space: The 
Russians got there first. 
The least publicized is the 
automobile industry. It was 
not so long ago that we 


were the only country 
which could mass produce a car in reach of the average 


pocketbook. Today, the English, the Germans, the French and 
the Italians are mass producing cheap cars. These are so 
good that they forced our own auto industry to adopt a 
compact car to fight back. (And they are fighting back very 


successfully, too. There's been a drop in foreign imports this 
year.)

But it is in the fields of the arts that the foreign 
invasion is truly alarming. On Broadway this season, 
admittedly a pretty bad one, all the exciting things 
come from abroad. The best play without any question 
is ““Becket,”” by Jean Anouilh, who is French, which 
is the only work of any ambition and stature and 
genuine power. Second comes “A Taste of Honey,” by 
Shelagh Delaney, a 19-year-old English girl from Lan- 
cashire, with an all-English cast, which has a bitter- 
sweet humor and bite that sounds truly real, as real 
as the old-fashioned Clifford Odets back before Holly- 
wood swallowed him. 


Our musicals for decades were the finest of their kind in 
the world—but even in that department we are slipping 
badly. “Irma la Douce” is easily the sauciest and most 
imaginative musical on Broadway. (Always excepting the 
timeless ‘‘My Fair Lady.’’) Our own musicals—‘‘Fiorello,”’ 
““Gypsy,”’ “Sound of Music,”’ even “Camelot” (which I think 
is much better than the critics said it was, certainly much 
better than ‘‘Sound of Music’’)—are heavy and, above all, 
humorless and unimaginative, and terribly expensive. 

And the movies? WelJl, the annual San Francisco Film 
Festival chose ‘‘Ballad of a Soldier,”’ a Soviet-made film, as 
best of the year. In New York, running right now are such 
foreign films as ‘‘Hiroshima, Mon Amour” (French), ‘The 
Entertainer’ (English), ‘‘The Virgin Spring” (Swedish), and 
*‘General Della Rovere’”’ (Italian). Each of these films, what- 
ever you think of them, has a-brilliance and fierce individ- 
uality that is missing not only from our films, but from every- 
thing else that we do. The only American movie of comparable 
interest is ‘‘The Apartment,”’ turned out by that Americanized 
Viennese, Billy Wilder. 

We are trying to make movies that will please everyone 
and offend nobody. We are trying to build cars that the survey 
people, who have sold the country down the river, think will 
be at least not displeasing to everyone in the price group they 
@re intended for. As a consequence, no one is very much 
pleased with any of them. Our designs are so bad—largely 
because they are so dependent on research and survey—that 
we are losing our foreign market, not only in autos but in 
fountain pens, bathtubs and everything else. 

I think that is a terrible way to run a business, but an 
absolutely suicidal way to run something that has any pre- 
tensions to culture, such as the stage or the motion picture 
business. Tony Richardson, the young English director, who 
directed ‘‘The Entertainer,”’ and staged the English production 
of “Taste of Honey,”’ has said: ‘‘Only one person can make a 
film in the end, and it’s got to have the handwriting of one 
man, however shaky and scrawling the handwriting may be. 
The idea that you can make things better through commercial 
or cumulative experience is totally impossible for any truly 
exciting film, and it isn’t that Hollywood would stop such a 
film being’ made, but only that people capable of doing it 
would never be allowed to make a film in the first place.”’ 


Perhaps dawning is the decade of the individual, 
just as the one past, in this country at least, was the 
decade of the mass mind. The President’s Commission 
on National Goals annd the Catholic bishops have in 
separate statements both appealed for an extraordinary 
degree of personal responsibility. 


It is interesting to note that the one field in which we have 
not lost our pre-eminence—aircraft building—is the one in 
which we don’t send out a research and survey team to find 
out what kind of airplane you'd like to fly in. The aircraft 
builders try to build the best airplanes in the world, not the 
most popular ones. 

Perhaps the most hopeful sign at the end of this decade 
is a growing awareness; even in the most official circles, of 
the terrible perils of mass conformity. That’s the first step 
toward doing something about it. The other hopeful sign, and a 
very hopeful sign it is, is the vitality and energy of this new 
generation of college and high school kids. They have a tough- 
ness of mind and an impatience that is the true genius of the 
young. With our very young President in the White House and a 
hot-blooded generation coming up, the next 10 should produce, 
if nothing else, an explosive vitality that we have too long 


lacked.

I HAVE GOOD NEWS today 
for all women who have a weight 
problem.

I learned about 
Gretchen Wyler, who speaks 
from experience. Gretchen, the 
star of ‘‘Destry Rides Again,” 
a sort of wild west comedy now 
at the American Theater, weigh- 
ed 156 pounds five years ago. 
“I was known as ‘the big blond 
on the left end of the chorus 
line,’”’ she said.

Then came love and success, 
and the first thing she knew she 
was down to 126 very stream- 
lined and attractive pounds. “It’s 
psychological,” Gretchen ex- 
plained. ‘All you have to do is 
get rid of your frustrations. I 
fell in love and got married 
about the same time I got my 
first starring role on Broadway, 
and one day I realized I had 
practically lost interest in food. 
The pounds just melted away.” 


Gretchen's greatest period of 
frustration was her last season 
at the Municipal Opera here in 
1954, when it began to look as if 
she might go down in theatrical 
history as the greatest under- 
study of the American stage. 
That summer she was under- 
study to every star of every 
show. She learned all the roles 
and pined for a chance. But 
not a single star developed so 
much as a hangnail the whoie 
summer long. She remained the 
big blonde on the left end of the 
chorus line. It was particularly 
frustrating, in view of the fact 
she had just spent a year as 
understudy to Allyn McLerie in 
the Broadway show, ‘Where's 
Charley?”’ without ever getting 
out of the chorus. 

She also had served time as 
understudy to Vivian Blain in 
“Guys and Dolls” without ever 
getting to play the part in New 
York. But when the show went 
on the road she played the lead, 
which was a source of some 
satisfaction. 


After the season at the Muny 
Opera here, which she describes 
as “a very unhappy summer,” 
she went back to New York to 
try again. She went to a pro- 
ducer she knew in looking for a 
job. “I felt like I was ready for 
something,” she related. ‘He 
said yes, he had a job for me. 
As understudy. I felt like I’d had 
it, so I decided to go to Holly- 
wood, 

“I stayed out there 10 weeks 
and nothing happened. I got a 
call from the producer of a show 
called ‘Silk Stockings.’ The star 
was Yvonne Adair. But they 
didn’t want me to understudy 
her. They wanted me to under- 
study the understudy.” 

Gretchen was slightly dis- 
couraged, but she took it and it 
turned out to be the turning 
point of her career. Yvonne 
Adair, it developed, was going 
to have to leave the show 
because of illness. The play was 
on the road for tryouts and due 
to open in New York in 10 days. 
The understudy to Miss Adair 
wasn’t doing too well, so Gret- 
chen talked Abe Burrows, the 
director, into letting her show 
what she could do. 

“They threw me on,” she 
related, “and nobody else ever 
played the part again. It gave

That was the same year she 
met Shepard Coleman, the 
musical director of the show. 
They fell in love and weré mar- 
ried, All things considered, it 
was a very happy year. 

As a matter of fact, the story 
of Gretchen’s life reads a little 
like a press agent’s dream. She 
was born in Bartlesville, Okla., 
where her father was a construc- 
tion engineer for an oil company. 

‘‘When I was a little girl we 
came to St. Louis one summer, 
and they took me to the Muny 
Opera. Let me see—I’m 28 now, 
I guess I must have been about 
12. I thought it was the most 
wonderful thing in the world, and 
I said to my father, ‘Do you 
suppose I could ever dance 
here?” 

Gfetchen, who had been study- 
ing dancing since she was 3, 
came back when she was 17 to 
find out. She was accepted as a 
member of the ballet and danced 
all through the summer of 1950.

six girls on the Kate Smith 
television show, and she was 
sure she was on her way. That’s 
when she auditioned for ‘‘Where’s 
Charley?’’ and started her career 
as an understudy.

Her most recent Broadway 
show was an ill-fated affair 
called “‘Rumple” with Eddie Foy, 
which folded after five weeks.

Night 
clubs, she said, are where the 
big money is nowadays, and she 
hasn’t had as much as a week 
off in the last two years.
